She state department of public health, 
made this assertion Monday, and with 
it he declared that he was advising 
general vaccination over the state. 
Since the discovery of sixty-five cases' 
of smallpox at Roodhouse, where a 
school teacher with face and handi 
broken out conducted school for a 
whole week there has been no report 
of other epidemic.

congress early in the year to repeal 
the war-lime prohibition law insofar 
as It affected light wines and beer.

harvest their sunflowers in Cairo," 
said a Decatur man who was born 
and reared in the delta city of Illinois 
Harvesting- 
sunflowers struck 
the 


audience as something new and they 
called for details. According to the 
ex-Cairo man Kansas may be the 
sunflower state but Cairo is essen- 
tially the sunflower city. 


E. A. Smith who has been a rail- 


road builder bought a strip of bot- 
tom land outside the levee on the 
Mississippi side of Cairo. The Mis- 
sissippi river has for year been grad- 
ually whittling away 
the Missouri 


shore and patching it on to the Illi- 
nois shore and 
while Mr. Bird qf 


Bird's Point has been steadily grow- 
ing poorer Mr. Smith of Cairo has 
been steadily growing 
richer. 
The 


little strip of land which amounted 
to only a few hundred acres in the 
beginning now amounts to several 
thousands. 


PLANTS SUNFLOWERS. 


Smith every year plants his land 


in sunflowers. Not only does he raise 
sunflowers but a great many other 
farmers have quit raising corn to 
raise them. They grew wonderfully in 
the rtoh, alluvial soil of the bottoms 
and they require very little cultiva- 
tion. They raise the big, one-blossom 
variety, the flowers of which often 
measure a foot or more in diameter. 


IS PRETTY SIGHT. 


It is a wonderful sight, according 


to the former Cairo man, to see these 
acres upon acres of sunflowers with 
their faces all turned to the east in 
the morning and following the sun 
In his march across the Bky during 
the day. But to get hack to the har- 
vest: When the seeds are ripe a row 
of sunflowers is cut to begin with. 
Then with a wagon with a light body 
is driven down this row and the heads 
one by one pulled over and beaten up- 
on a toothed contraption mounted on 
the wagon body. The seeds are keyed 
Into the head almost like the stones 
of an arch and when a few of the 
seeds are loosened the rest come out 
easily. 


MA'KE OIL. 


In a short ime (he wagon bed is fill- 
ed with the cleaned seeds. The wa- 
Kon Is driven to the oil mill or an 
elevator and dumped. Cairo has a cot. 
ton seed ml!) which also takes (Tie 
sunflower seeds and expresses the oil 
from them. Only the best of the seeds 
are used for 
oil. The others are 


ground and used for feeds of various' 
kinds. 


The ex-Cairo man does .not know 


much about what the sunflower oil Is 
especially good for but he understands 
that It has-a high value. At any rate 
the sunflower growers find the crop 
profitable, more profitable than corn 
and costing much less to pVoduce.
